2. Claims 1-14 and 39-52, 58-68 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor fairly suggest a method for producing a mixture of 
compositions, the method comprising: reacting a first quantity of fluid reactants to form a 
first quantity of product composition; collecting the first quantity of product composition 
using a collector; following completion of the collection of the first quantity of product 
composition, reacting a second quantity of fluid reactants to form a second quantity of 
product composition being materially different from the first quantity of product 
composition; and collecting the second quantity of product composition using the 
collector to obtain a mixture of the first quantity of product composition and the second 
quantity of product composition, wherein the reactions are performed in a reaction 
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chamber sealed from the ambient environment. See also previous office action and 
Applicant's Appeal Brief filed June 21, 2004.
